Julio Alvigini, a former 
chairman of the Board of Ap¬ 
peals, ran third in the contest 
with 1822 votes just behind 
Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Joseph Faucette. 
Alvigini is acknowledged to be 
one of the town’s foremost 
authorities on zoning matters and 
he gained prominence when he 
challenged in court at his own 
expense, a town meeting action 
relative to the use of town funds 
to develope certain privately 
owned streets: the court ruled in

In vew of the vote getting 
ability of the newcomers, 
Lockhart and Alvigini, it is quite 
possible that the election for at- 
large seats could develope into a 
contest to see which of the two 
present selectmen can gain one of 
the three available seats. Two 
other nominees, Robert DeForge 
and Albert Christopher, are 
expected to put up a strong 
campaign and either one could 
conceivably move to one of the 
three top positions. In any event, 
the election fight could prove to 
be an entirely new ball game with 
an every man for himself effort. 

Coalitions that have existed in 
the past in particular in the 
Democratic Party seem to have 
been split asunder so that there is 
little likelihood that a bloc vote 
could consistently prevail during 
council meetings.

The Agawam Council on 
Aging’s request for federal 
financial support to continue a 
mini-bus service for the town’s 
senior citizens became a reality. 

Secretary Jack Leff, a member 
of the Governor’s Cabinet and 
head of the Executive office of 
Elder Affairs, officially an¬ 
nounced at a gathering at the 
Agawam Senior Center that the 
funds requested were approved. 

The new project has a total cost 
of $17,389.75. The March Town 
Meeting appropriated $2,798.00 as 
Agawam’s matching share along 


with $1,658.00 as in a kind con¬ 
tribution. The funds will cover 
the cost of a new vehicle, plus a 
full-time community aid who 
would be employed by the council 
to make home visitations to all 
citizens over 65. The aide would 
compile information on in¬ 
dividual needs which would be 
referred to the center director 
and the Council on Aging, for 
assessment and disposition. 

The bus, in addition to trans¬ 
porting elderly persons, will 
deliver 50tf hot lunches to those 
confined at home and in need of a 


“meals on wheels” service. 

During his visit to Western 
Mass. Secretary Leff also made 
similar awards in Westfield and 
Amherst. 

Present in addition to many of 
the town’s senior citizens were 
Representative Edward Con¬ 
nelly, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Joseph Faucette, 
Council members Cecelia 
Hyland, Harriet Keogh, Edith 
Larson and Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Robert M. Gardner.

Vietnam Veterans Agree That Nixon Has Acted To Save 60,000 Americans 


Boston. Mass. 

Veterans of the Vietnam War 
who have intimate familiarity 
with the present war zones 
maintained this week that the 
decision of President Nixon to 
mine North Vietnam ports and 
bomb military installations 
around Haipong and the few 
other ports may save the lives of 
60,000 American soldiers who are 
in jeopardy because of the over¬ 
running by the Communists of 
key South Vietnam military 
posts. 

“Nixon” said a returned 
Cambridge veteran “is doing now 
what should have been done five 
years ago. I hope we bomb hell 
out of the Viet Cong and their sea 
ports in particular. Every 
American soldier who served in 


Vietnam has and will always 
maintain that the most costly 
military mistake that the United 
States has made has been to keep 
the B52’s and the other long 
distance bombers away from 
Haipong and Hanoi. If we 
bombed hell out of these places, 
there would be no war. It would 
have been over years ago. Now 
Nixon is doing what Kennedy and 
Johnson should have done - lick 
hell out of the commies.” 

What these well informed and 
patriotic veterans fear is that any 
further advances by the North 
Hanoi army will cut off the only 
highway that must be held if the 
invasion is to be halted. 

They talk of Highway 14 as if 
they are discussing Routes 95 and 


93. They are intimately familiar 
with every mile of the modern 
road. Most of these returned 
veterans spent time at the big 
base at Pleiku. They maintain 
that if the American troops in 
Pleiku must be removed it is vital 
that Highway 14 be kept from 
enemy control. 

“There is another road from 
Pleiku to the sea,” said one 
veteran, but it is not much of a 
route. If our troops have to be 
evacuated, by our warships, this 
other road will not be of too much 
value.” 

Asked to voice his opinion of the 
demonstrations that are almost 
daily occurences in Greater 
Boston, another veteran com¬ 
mented : 


“I’d like to organize a troop of 
real Vietnam vets and confront 
these gutless fakirs who call 
themselves Americans, say they 
are college students and are 
shouting their stop the war dry 
because they are afraid they will 
be drafted. I was there as a Ma¬ 
rine and no one had to draft me 
because when my country needs 
me, I’m in the front ranks 
responding. 

“How do these silly demon¬ 
strators exist? On Welfare? They 
don’t work because they are 
always answering the call of their 
commie leaders to assemble for a 
demonstration. They were out 
today at 7 in the morning. Why 
don’t the proper authorities find 
out who sent out the word to 


assemble at such a strange hour. 

“I’ve looked over some of these 
demonstrators. The females are 
ill kempt, badly dressed and if 
they are college students, my 
impression of college rules has 
fallen below zero. What are these 
girls afraid of? No one is going to 
draft them. And, when I read that 
Vietnam veterans joined their 
ranks, I need not be told what 
kind of lousy soldiers they were. 
And I’m sorry to say that there 
were a lot of draftees in Vietnam 
who were a disgrace to their 
country. 

“Now they are disgracing it at 
home. I’ll bet that not one of 10 of 
them were ever in combat and 
maybe I’m giving too big odds.”

A Fair Primary Turnout 


When one compares the 4,746 voter turnout in 
Agawam’s first local primary election, the figures 
look quite promising for future elections. 

In previous elections, candidates were nominated 
by their respective political parties at party caucus. 

In 1971, 3,000 voters selected caucus candidates 
to appear on the election ballot, this being 1,746 less 
than the number voting in last month’s primary.

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Town's Data Processing 
Systems To Be Coordinated 


There is no point in designing a 
better world if steps are not taken 
to create it. Obviously to create 
it, organization is needed. 

Organization is the key to 
putting the recommendations 
that come from the 1971 White 
House Conference on Aging into 
action. From a great complexity, 
some orderly but dynamic 
processes must emerge to make 
it possible for representatives of 
government, voluntary 
organizations, and the private 
sector of the economy to work 
together to improve life for the 
older person. 

People have long recotnized 
that childhood creates needs 
which require organized efforts 
to meet them. But it is only in 
relatively recent years that there 
has been widespread acceptance 
of the idea that old age also 
creates problems calling for 
organized efforts. 

Among the broad purposes of 
organization, those of advocacy 
and service have an obvious and 
vital relevance to the field of 
aging. Under advocacy come all 
the efforts an organization makes 
to call attention to the needs of a 
special group and to create 
support for programs that will 
help them. The services per¬ 
formed may include research, 
demonstration, and training, as 
well as services providing im¬ 
mediate benefits to the group 
represented. 

Within the last 20 years a 
number of voluntary, 
professional, and membership 
organizations concentrating 
specifically on the elderly have 
been established. Public agencies 
concerned exclusively with older 
people include the U.S. Ad¬ 
ministration on Aging, the 55 
State agencies on aging, and a 
few local committees or councils 
on aging. In addition, more than 
20 Federal agencies administer 
programs affecting them. 

The elderly themselves must 
decide — and develop the 
political power to back their 
decision — whether it is better to 
try to increase the resources and 
power of agencies that serve only 
them or to work for im¬ 
provements in programs that 
serve all groups including older 
people.

Father Alfred McBride, 0. 
Praem., noted author and lec¬ 
turer in the field of catechetics, 
will be the keynote speaker at the 
26th Annual New England 
Congress of Religious Education, 
it was announced this week by the 
Most Rev. Christopher J. Weldon, 
Bishop of the Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Springfield.

“Human Dimensions of 
Cathechetics” and “The Pearl 
and the Seed,” the latter a highly 
acclaimed catechetical textbook 
for junior high students. 

He has also contributed many 
articles to Catholic periodicals 
and newspapers, including The 
Catholic Observer, official 
newspaper of the Diocese of 
Springfield. 

“We are indeed fortunate to 
have a scholar of Father Mc¬ 
Bride’s stature and appeal as 
Congress keynoter,” said Father 
Howard W. McCormick, director 
of the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine (CCD) of the Springfield 
Diocese. 

“He is undoubtedly among the 
foremost contributors to the 
religious education apostolate of 
the Church in the United States at 
the present time.” 

“His presentation at the 
National Congress on Religious 
Education last fall in Miami was 
one of the most stimulating talks 
given.

This is par¬ 
ticularly true for midle-aged 
persons whose living habits may 
have increased their risk of heart 
attack or who have such extra 
risk diseases as high blood 
pressure or diabetes.
